It adds 
that the Chilean government will send 
aid to the stranded vessel. 

The statement detmiled at length the 
measures Chile had taken to preserve 
strict neutrality in the war.

Rear Admiral Cradock Lost. 

The Good Hope was Rear Admiral Sir 
Christopher Cradock’s flagship, which 
foundered after being set on fire by shells 
from German warships in the naval bat- 
tle that took place off the Chilean coast 
last Sunday. 

The British cruiser Monmouth, which 
the Germans said they had sunk, was 
badly damaged, and it is possible that it 
is the warship which was reported today 
to be ashore on the coast of Chile, So 
far as is known none of the Good Hope's 
crew survived, not even Rear Admiral 
Cradock. 

Rear Admiral Cradock was in charge 
of the British fleet in Mexican waters at 
the time the American marines occupied 
Vera Cruz. He was 52 years old. 

Sir Christopher had a distinguished rec- 
ord and received many honors and deco- 
rations. During the Soudan campeign in 
1891 he served in the British army, and 
also saw service in China in 1900. His 
gallantry at Taku earned him promotion 
to a captaincy. 

During 1804-’96 Sir Christopher wae 
commander of the king’s yacht. He served 
as aid-de-<amp to the king in 19098, and 
became a rear admirai in 1910. 

British Steamers Seized,

REVENGE FOR JAPAN 


TOKIO, Nov. 7, 10 a. m.—It ie officially 
announced that the German fortress of 
Taing-Tau has surrendered to the Japa- 
nese and British forces. 

The announcement states that the first 
step in bringing about the surrender of 
the fortress occurred at midnight, when 
the infantry charged and occupied the 
middle fort of the line of defense. In this 
operation they took 200 prisoners. 


Releases Allied Fleet. 

The greatest advan .age which will come 
to the allies by the fall of Tsing-Tau will 
be the release of the fleets now before that 
stronghold. They will be freed to take 
part in naval activity in other seas. 

It has been announced that the release 
of these vessels will be followed by an 
active campaign to drive the German 
cruisers which have been raiding shipping 
in all parts of the world from the high 
seas. It is not known whether the first 
action will be against the Germans now 
off the west coast of South America or 
the Karlsruhe and other raiders in the 
Indian ocean. 

Ends Picturesque Struggle. 

The fall of Tsing-Tau ends the most 
picturesque of the minor phases of the 
great world war now raging. On two 
continents and in many of the islands of 
the seas, where colonies of the warring 
nations were planted, combats of more or 
less interest have taken place, garrisons 
have been captured, and towns occupied 
peacefully, but in the little German con- 
cession on the south side of the Shan

going on since late in August a reduced 
scale of war that from all accounte hae 
duplicated nearly all the features of those 
battles in Europe that have resulted in 
the capture of fortified positions. 
Ousts Germany from Asia. 

The capture of Tsing~Tau loses to Ger- 
many her last foot of possessions on the 
Asiatic mainland, as well as her las> 
strategic position outside of the German 
empire in Europe. 

For nearly three months the little Ger- 
man garrison, amounting to about 7,000 
men and nearly wholly composed of re- 
servists who were living or doing busi- 
ness in China, has held out against the 
land and sea attacks of the Japanese and 
of certain British detachments of both 
white and Indian troops that found them- 
selves in China at the outbreak of the war. 


Allis’ Losses Heavy. 

What the losses of the garrison have 
been are not known, but the official Japa- 
nese and British reports have indicated 
that Tsing-Tau has been taken at heavy 
cost of men on the part of the allies. 

It was on Aug. 15 that Japan threw 
herself into the European war ae an ally 
of Great Britain after demanding that 
Germany withdraw or intern all German 
warships in Asiatic waters and relinquish 
possession of Kieau-Chau. In the state- 
ment from Tokio that accompanied this 
demand Japan asserted her intentions 
were purely military and did not contem- 
plate the retention of one foot of ground 
on Chinese territory and later affirmed 
that she did not intend to extend her hold- 
ings in the islands of the Pacific that 
might fall into her possession during the 


campeign. 


Jap Ultimatum Ignored, 

Her demands ignored, when the ulti- 
matum expéred a week later, Japan pro- 
ceeded cautiously with plane to seize the 
German settlement on the Chinese main- 
land. 

The operations In this isolated far east- 
ern theater of the war have been reduced 
to a scale of some 200 square miles, as 
compared with the whole continent of Bu- 
rope, but on that account they have been 
none the less interesting. Aeroplanes and 
all other accompaniments of modern war- 
fare have figured in both the Japanese 
and German operations. 

The strength of the attacking force es 
compared with the little garrison of some 
7,000 men and the few German vessels at 
Kiau-Chau was so disproportionate that 
at the beginning of the campaign it was 
taken for granted the German possession 
goon would fall. 


Defenders Proved Valiant. 

The surprise was that so small a force 
was able to hold out so long and inflict a 
considerable loss both to the land and 
naval forces of the allies. Reports from 
various sources pieced together indicate 
that the allies’ loss around Kiau-Chau 
has been upwards of 8,000 men and sev- 
eral second rate warships. 

The details of the movements have been 
secret, but the first general operation 
undertaken by the Japanese was the 
sweeping of the waters around Kiau- 
Chau for mines which the Germans had 
 tald. In this connection a hundred 
Japanese women shell divers offered their 
services, thinking that they, unseen by 
the enemy, could dive and release the 
mines. But the offer was declined, since 
the Japanese law prohibited the employ- 
ment of women in warlike operations.

This was done under violent protest 
from the Chinese government, which 
helé that it was a violation of the integ- 
rity of the Chinese republic, but the 
Japanese went ahead with their opera- 
tions. 

The number of the expeditionary forces 
has never been officially divulged, but it 
is said to have been upward of 30,000 
men. A British detachment, consisting 
of some 800 South Wales borderers and 
400 Indian Sikhs, under command of 
Brig. Gen. Nathaniel W. Bernardiston, 
commander of the North China forces, 
was at their head, and is said to have 
formed a part of the center of the Jap- 
anese line in the investment of Tsing-Tau. 


Fight Lasts Seven Weeks. 
Fighting continued from the middle of 
Sé¢ptember intermittently until the fall 
of the fortress today. During this period 
both the German and the Japanese war- 
ships and aeroplanes engaged in the bom- 
bardment of each other’s positions. On 
one of the most severe of these engage- 
ments, on Oct. 1, it was announced that 
the Japanese loss was 1,700 killed and 800 
wounded. It was then reported that tha 
Japanese would await the arrival of siege 
guns before continuing operations. At 
various times German losses were re- 
ported up to a score or more. 
Japanese Lose a Cruiser. 
On the night of Oct. 17 occurred the 
most serious of the Japanese naval losses 
when the cruiser Takachiho was blown 


“up by the German torpedo boat 8-90. 


Tt was reported on Oct. 23 that ths 
Japanese had finally installed their siege 
guns under cover on Prince Henry moun- 
tain and other hills near the town. The 
German fortresses included three lines of 
defense. The first of these, on the out- 
skirts, appears to have been evacuated 
eome time ago and the garrison concen- 
trated in Forts Moltke and Bismarck and 
litis, which. occupy commanding posi- 
tions on the range of precipitous hills that 
circle the harbor city. The Germans 
also had five forts exclusively for shore 
defense. 

The heights back of the city are pene- 
trated only by the railway line, and it is 
probably through this path that the allies 
proceeded into Tsing-Tau, once the de- 
fending fortresses had been silenced. 


Pledged Never to Surrender. 

An interesting document in connection 
with the fall of Tsing-Tau is the procia- 
mation which the German governor post- 
ed on Aug. 22. In thie he said: 

“ Never shall we surrender the small- 
est bit of ground over which the Ger- 
man flag is flying. From this place, where 
we, with love and success, have endeay- 
ored during the last seventeen years to 


shape a little Germany across the seas, we 
shall not retreat. 


If the enemy wants 
Tsing-Tau he must come and take it.” 

In taking it the Japanese have again 
had revenge for certain phases of their 
war with China twenty years ago. Vic- 
torious, she was forced, at the instigation 
of Germany, to give up Port Aftthur—her 
main fruit of victory—which eventually 
became Russian. 

Ten years later—in 1904-5—Japan fought 
Russia, and again took Port Arthur. Now, 
after another interval of ten years, in as- 
sociation with British forces, Japan has 
seized the German possession of Kiau- 
Chau and wiped out a score which had 
been a thorn in its side for two decades. 


BRITAIN WILL CONFISCATE 
COPPER SENT TO GERMANY. 


Shipments Via Italy to Be Taken, 
but Government Will Pay the 
Exporters. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—Information is in 
the possession of the British government, 
it is said, which proves that large ship- 
ments of copper, rubber, and other com- 
modities are passing through Italian 
ports on their way to Germany. 

In New York large purchases of copper 
are being made by representatives of | 
houses in Rotterdam, Amsterdam, and 
Cepenhagen, who, it is stated, are work- 


ing on German account. 


The British government is determined 
that it will use every legitimate means 
to prevent copper reaching Germany, 
where it is being made into ammunition 
for use @gainst the British forces. Great 
Britain, therefore, is diverting various 
steamers, which are carrying copper to 
Italy, to Gibraltar, where the copper is 
discharged. The steamers are promptly 
released. 

The British government maintains there 
is no alternative left it but to stop this 
alleged contraband trade in copper with 
Germany through Italy. 

With a few possible exceptions Ameri- 
can exporters do not suffer, as they have 
been paid aiready, but the British govern- 
ment, not wishing to be unreasonable in 
eny way, is prepared, so far as concerns 
Fhipments made before Oct. 20, when 
copper was transferred from the condi- 
tional to the actual contraband list, to 
arrange for the purchase of copper which 
it has detained. 


CROWN PRINCE OF SERVIA 
ASSASSINATION AID, CLAIM 


Russian Minister at Belgrade Also 
Charged with Being Party to Mur- 
der of Franz Ferdinand. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6.—Among the state- 
ments issued officially to the press in 
Berlin today was the following: “ The 
Vienna correspondent of the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, giving details of the situation in 
Servia previous to the assassination of 
the Austrian heir presumptive, says that 
the crown prince of Servia, a number of 
high Servian officials, and the late M. 
Hartwig, Russian minister at Belgrade, 
were parties to the conspiracy for the 
asrassination of the heir to the Austrian 
threne. 


YSER WAS CASAR’S NEMESIS. 


Legions of Ancient Ruler Were 
Checked on This. River — Ger- 
man Defeat Recalls History. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—Official dis- 
patches to the Belgian legation here of 
the German failure to cross the Yser 
caused legation officials to recall that 
Cesar suffered on the same grounds. 

“ The meadows of the Yser,” a Belgian 
official said today, “‘ constitute the ancient 
province of Menapie, where the legions of 
Cesar were checked. 

“The story is so deep rooted among 
the people that a legend says a tree sti!i 

stands there which is said to be the last 
one to which Cesar tied his horse, hav- 
ing been unable to travel farther.” 


HOLY WAR IS ON 
MENACE TO ASIA: 


Mohammedanism Becomes 
Factor in Great Strife: 
Turks Move on Egypt. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6.—According to in- 
formation given out in official quarters 
today to the press, the sheik-ul-Islam, 
the chief ecclesiastical dignitary of Mo- 
hammedanism in Turkey, has issued a 
decree in Constantinople saying that in 
the fighting with Russia, England, and 
France the duty of every Mussulman is 
to his faith. 

This decree has been spread throughout 
the Mohammedan world and announced 
to the pilgrims at Mecca. 

The advance of Turkish troops in the 
Sinai peninsula in the direction of Egypt 
is reported here from Switzerland. The

Afghans to Indian Border. | 

A report received here from Constan- 
tinople says that the ameer of Afghanis- 
tan has sent an army of 170,000 men, with 
135 gune, to the Indian frontier.

A number of Indian border tribes have 
joined the Afghans.

Turks Hit British Warship. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, via Sofia and 
London, Nov. 6.—According to a Turkish 
official announcement, one of the British 
warships bombarding the Dardanelles 
was struck by a shot from one of the 
forts and an explosion on board resulted. 
A British steamer, it is also stated, has 
been sunk off Aivali, Asia Minor, after 
the crew and cargo had been put ashore. 


Turks Bombard Russ Port. 
AMSTERDAM, via London, Nov. 6.— 
The Vossische Zeitung has published s 
dispatch from Sofia, Bulgaria, saying that 
Turkish cruisers have successfully bom- 
barded the Russian fortified seaport 0 
Batum, on the east shore of the Black sea. 


Greece Annexes Epirus. 

LONDON, Nov. 6.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Saloniki says that 
Ozographos, the former governor of that 
seaport; has addressed a proclamation to 
the Epirotes informing them of the an- 
nexation of Epirus by Greece. 
It is not believed here that Turkey's 
entrance into the field of combat wil] 
greatly affect the Russian campaign 
against the Teutonic allies. Russia has 
three army corps in the Russian Cau- 
casus, none of which has been drawn for 
service elsewhere in the war. 

The Turkish town of Van (140 miles 

southeast of Ergerum, Turkish Armenia) 
is being besieged by a detachment of Ar- 
menians who are aiding the Russians. 
The town has a large arsenal. Another 
Armenian detachment is operating in the 
rear of the Turkish army. 
Russia is reported successfully to have 
invaded Armenia with four army corps 
and the Turkish forces in that district 
are said to be much weaker than they 
have been for some weeks. Russian 
troops are reported as already well across 
the Turkish border and the fighting is 
proceeding along a battle front estimated 
from 100 to 160 miles, 


Battle Results Guesswork. 

Only a vague picture can be formed of 
what is happening in this theater of the 
war orin Egypt. Experience has shown 
that both sides will for days claim the first 
victories as their respective troops clash 
near the borders. 

Through German sources emanates the 
} report that the Turks have bombarded 
“ successfully ” the Russian fortified sea- 
port of Batum on the Black sea. 

England's watfare against Turkey is 
still naval and is likely so to remain until 
Turkey invades Egypt. Such a move the 
allies hope will prove the final straw to 
induce Italy to embark its fortunes with 
the entente powers, for the reason that 
such an invasion would be a direct menace 
to Italy’s newly won African possessions. 


TURKS TO PROTECT JEWS? 
New York, Nov. 6.—The safety of Jews 
in Turkey has twice been the subject of 
representation made to the porte by Ger- 
many, according to a statement given 
out here tonight by Count von Bernstorff, 
German ambassador to the United States. 
The statement said: 

‘Some time ago the German imperial 
government warmly recommended to 
Turkey the protection of Jews of what-

‘‘It had been feared that the numerous 
Jews in Turkey would, in case of war, 
be endangered, not only on account of 
their religion, but also for their non- 
Turkish nationality. Many Jews who 
have resided in Turkey for years are not, 
up to this day, Ottoman citizens. 

“It is, therefore, reassuring to learn 
that Germany has warmly recommended 
to Turkey the protection of all Jews, ir- 
respective of nationality.” 


Sultan’s Men. Plunder Stores. 

Merchandise of every conceivable value 
is being seized by officers of the Ottoman 
government in cities of Syria under the 
general orders of mobilization of troops, 
according to reports from missionaries 
made public today by the board of for- 
eign missions of the Presbyterian church. 

* Under the order of mobilization,” the 
board states, “‘ unwilling conscripts are 
being gathered, each soldier being 1e- 
quired to bring with him from his home 
cight days’ rations with a certain amount 
ef money. 

“The loca} officials have turned the 
orders to commandeer horses, mules, 
food, and fodder into a most wicked and 
unbridled system of plunder. They have 
entered the shops at Beirut at all hours 
of the night and day and have seized not 
only flour and articles of food but dry 
goods, clothing. household utengils, silk 
stockings by the gross, foreign made 
shoee for women, and expensive sets of 
furniture.”’

G. Bernard d Shaw Urges U. 5. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 6.—The Nation today 
prints an open letter to the president of 
the United States from G. Bernard Shaw, 


which says: 

“Sir: I petition you to invite the seu- 
tral powers to confer with the United 
States of America for the purpose of re- 
questing Great Britain, France, and Ger- 
many to withdraw from the soil of Bel- 
gium and fight out their quarrel on their 
own territories. 

** However the sympathies of the neu- 
tral states may be divided, and whatever 
points now at issue between the belliz- 
erent powers may be doubtful, there is one 
point on’ which there can be neither di- 
vision nor doubt, and that is that the bel- 
ligerent armies have no right to be in 
Belgium, much less to fight in Belgium 
and to involve the innocent inhabitants 
of that country in their reciprocal slaugh- 
ter. 


Justifies His Appeal. 

‘Will you not question my right to ad- 
dress this petition to you? You are the 
official head of the nation that is béyond 
all question or comparison the chief of 
the neutral powers, marked out from all 
the rest by ite commanding magnitude, by 
its modern democratic constitution, and 
by its freedom from the complication vf 
monarchy and its traditions, which have 
led Europe into the quaint absurdity of 
war waged formally between a German 
kaiser, a German czar, a German king of 
the Belgians, a German king of England, 
a German emperor of Austria, and a gen- 
tleman who shares with you the distinc- 
tion of not being related to any of them, 
and is therefore desirable monarchically 
—one President Poincare of the French- 
men. 

‘I make this petition on its merits with- 
out claiming any representative char- 
acter except such as attaches to me as 
a human being. We are not a prayerful 
nation, but to you it will be that 
even the strongest power or even an allied 
group of powers can have its position 
completely changed by an expression of 
public opinion from the rest of the world. 


Points Out a War Cause. 

“In your clear western atmosphereand 
im your peculiarly responsible position as 
the head and center of western democracy 
you, when the European situation became 
threatening three months ago, must have 
been acutely aware of the fact to which 
Europe was so fatally blind—namely> 
that the simple solution of the difficulty 
in which the menace of the Franco-Rueso- 
British entente placed Germany wae for 


‘the German emperor to leave his western 


frontier under the safeguard of the neigh- 
borlinees and good faith of the American- 
British-French democracy and then te 
await quite calmly any action that Russia 
might take against his country on the 
east. 

*“‘Had he done eo we could not have at- 
tacked him from behind, and had France 
made such an attack—and it is only in the 
extremist degree probable that French 
public opinion would have permitted such 
a hazardous and unjustifiable adventure— 
he would at the worst have confronted it 
with the fullest sympethy of Great Britain 
and the United States, and at best with 
their active assistance.

CRACOW SHUT TO REFUGEES: 
RUSSIAN ATTACK IS FEARED. 


Action Is Prelude to Evacuation of 
City by Noncombatants in View 
of Expected Advance by Enemy. 


[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 
VIENNA, via Rome, Nov. 6.—The mill- 
tary authorities of Cracow are forbidding 
the entry of refugees from Galicia. This 
prohibition is a prelude to the evacuation 
of Cracow by noncombatants in view of 
the expected approach of the Russians. 
The courts here are being overworked 
in trying persons who are accused of 
violating the government's ordere for- 
bidding the dissemination of alarming 
news. Most of the arreste are the result 
of reports of police spies. The judges are 
severe and convictions are inevitable. 


430,000 IN GERMAN PRISONS 


French and Russian Captives Pre- 
dominate—Many Officers Among 
Those Detained. 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram company from Amsterdam 
says that advices received there from 
Berlin say that up to last Sunday the Ger- 
man concentration camps and hospitals 
held the following prisoners: French, 
3,188 officers and 188,618 men; Russians. 
8,121 officers and 186,779 men; Belgians, 
587 officers and 34,907 men; British, 417 
officers and 15,730 men. These figures dc 


not include prisoners not encamped. 


GRAIN MEN URGE PROTEST 
TO HOLLAND ON EXPORTS. 


Ask State Department to Request 
Lifting of Restrictions—German 
Shipments Halted. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—[Special.] 
—An appeal for vigorous action by the 
United States government in the interests 
of the American flour trade with Holland 
was made to Acting Secretary of State 
Lansing this afternoon by a committee 
representing the Millers’ National fed- 
eration, an organization which is said to 
embrace the principal flour producers in 
this country. 

The delegation of flour men, which was 
headed by Mark N. Mennel of Toledo, O., 
president of the federation, and A. P. 
Husband of Chicago, secretary, was au- 
thorized to take up the question with the 
state department by a meeting recently 
held in Chicago. 

Their complaint is against the action 
of the Netherlands government, which, 
as a result of British representations, 
seeking to guard against the shipment of 
foodstuffs to Germany, has established a 
virtual monopoly in the flour trade in 
Holland. 

The flour men want the United States 
to request the Holland government to dis- 
continue the monopoly in so far as it 
prevents American exporters here from 
dealing with their usual customers. 


Kaiser Rewards Gun Captors. 
LONDON, Nov. 6~—A Reuter’s Telegram 
company dispatch from Amsterdam saya: ‘‘ A 
teleeram from Berlin announces that the em- 
peror in a cabinet order bas promised a reward 
of about $168 for each machine gun captured.”’

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| OVER AUSTRIANS 


Czar’s Army Takes Jaroslau 
In Galicia; Enemy: De- 
Seated Decisialy, 


LONDON, Nov. 6—That the Russian 
armies have won their greatest victory 
since the beginning of the war by decis- 
ively defeating the Aust before Ja- 
rosiau in Galicia and capturing the city 
is the claim made by Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, commander in chief of the Russian 
forces in the field, in a telegram to Ear! 
Kitchener today. The telegram was 
given out as follows: 

“Following our successes upon the 
Vistula, a complete victory has just been 
gained by our troops along the whole 
of the front in Galicia. Our strategical 
maneuvers has thus been crowned by 
what is tncontestably the greatest suc- 
cess gained on our side since the begin- 
ning of the war. 

“I am most confident of the speedy and 
entire accomplishment of our common 
task, persuaded as I am that decisive vic- 
tory will be gained by the allied armies.” 


Austrian Resistance Broken. 

PETROGRAD, Nov. 6.—The Russians 
have recaptured the Galician town of 
Jarosiau and have taken 5,000 Austrian 
prisoners and much war material, ac- 
cording to a telegram received here today 
from Lemberg. Jarosiau is seventeen 
miles northwest of the Austrian fortress 
of Przemysl. 

Military reports given out tn Lemberg 
set forth that during the past few days 
the Austrians have been attacking fu- 
riously day and night. Their artillery 
fire has been particularly severe, and 
leads to the impression that they have 
been making their last supreme effort. 
Nevertheless, the Russians have repulsed 
the enemy vigorously and have broken 
his desperate resistance. At the present 
tim the Austrians are retreating along 
the river San. 


Austrians Attack Desperately. 

This last engagement was over an ex- 
tended front, and the noise of the can- 
nonading could be heard fora great dis- 
tance. Enormous forces of Austrians 
endeavored to prevent the Russians from 
crossing the San at a point near Monas- 
tyrzek, but the Russians held their po- 
sitions in spite of this resistance. 

It is reported here that Austrian artil- 
lery has destroyed the chateau on the 
property of Prince Czartorysky, near 
Lezajek, on the Sah. Presumably the 
valuable historical library in the chateau 
was destroyed. 


Germans Repulsed in North. 

The Russians have driven the Germans 
back to their border in the north and 
forced their center to retire from the 
Vistul ato the Warthe river. 

Wirbalien is the only obstacle to a gen- 
eral advance of the whole Russian front 
into Hast Prussia. The Germans, it is 
declared, soon will be forced to evacuate, 
being threatened by a fanking movement 
of the Russians. The backward move- 
ment of the remainder of the German line 
left this point without sufficient support. 

It is believed, however, that there will 
have to be another big battle on the 
Warthe before the armies of Emperor 
Nicholas can seriously threaten Silesia. 


France Informed of Victory. 

PARIS, Nov. 6.—Grand Duke Nicholas, 
commander in chief of the Russian forces 
in the field, has sent a telegram to Gen. 
Joffre, commander In chief of the French 
forces, saying the Russians have gained 
in Galicia their greatest victory since the 
beginning of the war. 


Germany Denies Decisive Events, 

BERLIN, Nov. 6.—News given out offi- 
cially for the press today says tbe clash 
in Poland, which has been expected for 
several days, has not yet developed.

No day passes, 
according to this information, given out 
in Berlin, without a report of the capture 
of 1,000 or more prisoners. 


LATINS AIDING GERMANS? 


Victory of Kaiser’s Squadron Leads 
Britons to Suspect Secret Means 
of Communication. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—The re- 
markable recent mobilization of the Ger- 
man ships off the South American coast 
with such disastrous results to the sma!l- 
er English squadron, has strengthened 
the belief of British embassy officials 
here that some secret means of communi- 
cation extends into South America, and 
that the German ships operating in south- 
ern waters may have been receiving sup- 
plies from somewhere on the Pacific coast 
of the southern continent.

LONDON, Nov. 6.—Provisions sent to 
Brussels by the American commission for 
the relief of Belgium already are supply- 
ing 400,000 meals daily. 

The Dutch steamer Jan Block will sail 
some time tonight loaded with 2,000 tons 
of wheat, rice, peas, beans, and flour, and 
it is expected that the Dutch steamer 
Tellus will leave tomorrow with 1,700 tons 
of wheat. 


Tells of Relief Work.

Lucey, the commission's representative 
at Rotterdam: 

“Langhorne, Wyman & Bell (Morris 
M. Langhorne, secretary of the Ameri- 
can legation to the Netheriands and Lux- 
emburg; BE.

BRITONS NOW IN GERMANY 


DETAINED IN RETALIATION. 


Government Orders Englishmen of 
Military Age Held Because of 


British Action Against Teutons. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6—The following an- 
nouncement was given to the press to 
day from official sources: 

“Germany's warning of retaliation fn 
case German subjects between the ages 
of 17 and 8&5 who are now éGetained in 
England were not treated differently be- 
fore Nov. 5 has been unanswered by the 
British government. Therefore the Ger- 
man government has ordered the deten- 
tion of all British of similar ages who 
are residing in Germany. 

“This measure is not only for English 
subjects, but soon will be extended to 
British colonials unless Germans living 
in British colonies are left unmolested. 
This measure also orders the detention 
of inactive officers who are more than 
55 years of age. The detained will live 
quietly in. a detention camp ten kilo- 
meters from Berlin, near Spandau. 

‘“‘ All other Britishers who are left free 
after this measure has been enforced will 
be required to register twice daily at the 
nearest police station and will not be per- 
mitted to leave that immediate police su- 
pervision.” 


FINDS AUSTRIANS TREAT 
ALLIED PRISONERS FAIRLY. 


Nelson O’Shaughnessy Said to Have 
Made Favorable Report in Vienna 
After Visit to Quarters. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

VIENNA, via Rome, Nov. 6.—Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, speciel envoy of the state 
department of the United States, who was 
instructed by the American embassy here 
to visit the English and French civilian 
prisoners interned in lower Austria and 
Hungary, has made a favorable report. . 

He says these prisoners make no com- 
plaint, as they are allowed to lodge at 
hotels and provide their own meals. If 
they are destitute they are boarded and 
lodged at government expense and per- 
mitted to work. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy also visited the 
Russian wounded in these sections and 
praised their philanthropic treatment by 
the hospital doctors and nurses. 


266 MEN SANK WITH YORCK. 


German Vessel Which Hit North 
Sea Mine Lost Many—384 Res- 
cued by Another Ship. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6, via The Hague and 
London.—A report reaching here from 
Wilhelmshaven shows that 266 men are 
missing from the crew of the German 
cruiser Yorck, which was sunk recently 
off the North sea coast of Germany asa 
result of accidental contact with a Ger- 
man mine. Three hundred and eighty- 
four members of the crew, including the 
commander and the first officer, were 
taken off by another vessel.

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ARMY AND NAVY 


Garrison and Daniels Will Ask 
for More Submarines and 
Soldiers, 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—Both Seo- 
retary Garrison and Secretary Daniels 
wild lay before congress in their annual 
reports soon the lessons which they be- 
lieve the army and navy of the United 
States should draw from the war in Eu- 
rope. 

No extraordinary expenditures have 
been asked for by either the war or navy 
departments in the annual estimates al- 
ready filed with the appropriation com- 
mittees of congress, but the two cabinet 
heads will discuss tn great detail the best 


methods of obtaining a mobile and ade- | 
quate army and powerful and efficient | 


fleet. 
Secretary Garrieon will endeavor 
concentrate the attention of 


definite national military policy, extend- 
ing over a period of years. Secretary 
Daniels will recommend two battleships, 
but probably will ask congress to give 
the navy authority, as it did last year, to 
expend a lump sum for submarines with- 
out fixing the number. 


Submarines in Limelight. 

The spectacular raids of submarines 
in the Buropean war have drawn atten- 
tion to the fact that last year congress 
appropriated an aggregate of more thar 
$4,000,000 for the building of submarines, 
und specified that one of these should 
be a seagoing vessel, practically twice the 
size of thore used in coast patrol. 

Such a submarine, according to the ex- 
planation made by naval officers at the 
time to congress, will be the largest and 
most powerful in the world, able to ac- 
company the fleet everywhere. 

European submarines have been ableto 
make only comparatively short voyages 
from their bases, and the great cruiser 
submarine planned by American naval 
officers, bids for which are soon to be 
epened, will eclipse anything of the kind 
seen in the present war. 

There is every likelihood that Secretary 
Daniels will ask for money enough to 
provide a second submarine of the sea- 
xwoing type, and the usual number—sé€ver 
or eight—smaller submarines for coast 
and harbor defense. 


Warship Plan Unchanged. 

While the submarines have attracted 
most attention, the naval strategists, with 
whom Secretary Daniels is conferring in 
the preparation of his annual report, do 
not believe there should be any change 
in the plans sect forth by the general board 
several years ago in the program of two 
battleships a year, and a proportionate 
number of auxiliaries and submarines. 

It is concede among navai men, how: 
ever, that congress, with the importance 
of the submarine impressed on the world, 
will discuss the advisability of using the 
eppropriation ordinarily made for a gin- 
zxle battleship for the building of twenty- 
eight new submarines. By sacrificing one 
battleship the American navy could at 
one stroke step almost alongside England 
and France in submarine strength. 


Will Ask More Soldiers. 

Secretary Garriso will urge congress 
to provide for a material increase in the 
army. Without making amy specific rec- 
ommendations as to how many troops 
should be added, the secretary will point 
out the importance of increasing the 
strength at the present time. He has 
satisfied himself as to this necessity after 
a careful study of the needs of the gar- 
risons at Hawaii, the Canal Zone, and the 
Philippines. 

If congress appropriates the funds they 
will be applied particularly to recruiting 
several more infantry regiments, to in- 
creasing the number of field artillery 
guns and troops, and to increasing the 
coast artillery forces. Also the largest 
part of the funds undoubtedly will be de- 
voted to organizing an efficient reserve 
corps. 

The plans of the general staff demand 
600,000 trained men to repel invasion by 
en army of any of the first class powers 
At the present time the United States has 
about 35,000 field troops available for this 
work, if all are concentrated. They are 
#0 assigned now, however, that only about 
one-fifth of this number could be used 
without abandoning other highly impor- 
tant work. 
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Louvain Gropes, as if Waking from. Dream; : 
Populace Dulled by Tragedy | of Belgian. City

LOUVAIN, Beigium, Oct. 17.—In front 
of the railway stations at Louvain is a 
bit of ornamental! garden, surrounded by 
a low fence of stoneandiron. The length 
of the garden is perhaps 200 feet, the 
width 150. On the side of it which com- 
mands the appalling stretch of desola- 
tion extending from the station straight 
to the exquisite Hotel de Ville rises 
(Charles Geefs’ proud bronze of Sylvaan 
van de Weyer. 

That patriot and statesman was a na- 
tive of Louvain and one of the leaders 
in the revolution of 1830, which estab- 
lished the independence of Belgium. He 
died full of years and honors 1n‘1874. 

Today in effigy he surveys one of the 
saddest sights in Christendom. 


Scores of Houses Unroofed. 

The long Rue de la Station is bordered 
by scores of houses which stand opervto 
the sky. Here and therea shattered door 
lies flat on the ground, giving evidence 
of violent entry before the house was 
fired. 

In another house the destruction has 
been only partial. The arrangements of 
one floor are quite intact and on a shelf

Only broken walls re- 
main. Books of vellum, bronzes, carvings 
in stone all have vanished in a night.

People Dulled by Tragedy. 

Sad-eyed people move along the wide 
street, some listlessly, like persons who 
still walk in a dream, some with a fur- 
tive eagerness, as if they were wishful 
to reach a destination in a town that 
seems to have no more share in the nor- 
mal activities of life—a town without 
meeting places, without hours, without 
aims or business in the world; a town 
groping its way through ruins out of a 
dreadful nightmare; a town not asleep 
and yet not awake; a dumb, wondering 
town, fearful to take account of its own 
sensations. 

A woman dressed in black passes. A 
little boy runs by her side. She looks 
up with an expectant eye, like a person 
in a daze who would welcome a reassur- 
ing word. 


Women Accept Tragedy Calmty. 

One addresses to her a greeting in 
French. She responds volubly. Sheisa 
widow. Her husband was killed in the 
uprising against the Germans. This boy 
by her side and this neat black dress she 
wears are all she has left in the world. 

She does not seem resentful. There is 
not a tear, not a word of lamentation. 
She is speaking in a curiously equable 
tone that you realize is curious only when 


you make yourself measure the extent of 
the tragic facts she is imparting—hus- 
band, house, belongings, all gone. Only 
this boy by her side and the black frock 
remaining. 

You begin to marvel at her tone. Level 
as it is, it conveys incredible sangfroid. 
You find the desolated widow almost chic. 

You bid her gocd-by and wander back 
through ruin, domestic and public, to the 
little garden in front of the railway sta- 


tion. 


Invaders Leave Desolation Behind. 

Here orderly beds of geraniums and ver- 
benas once made the place pleasant. 
These have been almost obliterated by 
the tramp of many feet-and there are 
spote where all the greensward has been 
ground into dust. 

Tall palms springing from vases sunk 
in the earth used to stand sentinel around 
the garden. Great fronds have been bro- 
ken off to serve more somber purposes of 
decoration. The garden is now a grave. 

At the base of the statue of the patriot 
Van de Weyer a mound has been hastily 
shaped, as children might do such work, 
and on the mound a small German flag 
has been planted. Fluttering beneath the 
patriot’s monument, this token of the in- 
vader seems a meager thing; yet it has 
changed the course of the history he 
helped to make. 


German Graves Near Monument. 
Behind the monument are new made 
graves—roughly shaped mounds, un- 
sodded, unseemly, but given a piteous 


tenderness by the hurried efforts to deco- 
rate them. These are not single graves, | 
but trenches in which lie many men. Al: 
ready the exact number has been for | 
gotten. 

Some German soldiers of the Louvain 
garrison say that 200 of their comrades 
lie here; am officer etanding near says no, 
not so many—perhaps 150. Another re- 
marks, “I think about 175.” 

Over each mound have been strewn 
branches broken from the palms in the 
huge vases. On smeliler mounds, which 
give some evidence of individuality, are 
crosses fashioned from laths. 

On the upright piece of each cross hangs 
a German helmet, its varnished outside 
and its metal ornaments still fresh and 
bright. 


Crosses Bear Brief Inscription. 
On the arms of the cross have been 
scrawled the words: 


HIER RUHT IN GOTT, 


and then the name of the soldier thus 
briefly commemorated, together with the 
number of his company, regiment, and 
army corps. 

For some of the graves the tired hands 
of nurses or the awkward ones of so!- 
diers have woven pathetic wreathes from 
the verbenas that once made the place so 
fragrant and so bright. To others the 
geraniums that bordered the garden have. 
been transplanted. They are blooming 
wanly in the freshly turned sod. 

It is not so much the number of the dead 
who lie sleeping in this little space that 
makes the heart ache; it is the pitifully

ge the inscriptions in lead pencil and 


chalk, the withered palms, the wisps of 
geraniums, the shining helmets that once 
covered devoted heads. 


Scenes: Dull Sensibilities. 

The observer whose sensibilities are 
even more than ordinarily acute will find 
himself passing without conscious emo- 
tion through many heavy days of the 
woful scenes which war has laid upon 
Belgium and France. 

Through crowded railway ‘stations the 
weary trains of woufided crawl, and the 
sight inflicts no pang any more. The 
anxious eyes of disheveled prisoners peer 
out from the doorways of freight cars, 
and your only thought may be, “ Are 
there any English among them, I won- 
der?’’ 

Stretchers are borne softly by. You 
lift your hat. That is all, The rumble 
cf an artillery duel comes to you from 
across a valley and you only speculate as 
to whether those are 22 or 30 centimeter 
guns. 

Hospital Scene of Pathos. 

Down the long, paved corridor of a 
French public school which has been 
turned into a military hospital comes the 
wall of a man crying, “ Mutter! Mutter! 
Mutter!’ over and over again. A ser- 
geant passes. 

“ He is coming out of the ether,” says 
the sergeant. That is all. There is no 
mother there. You are vaguely sorry. For 
the moment you cannot summon more. 

The mind ceases to react upon this mul- 
titude of impressions, miseries, anxieties, 
pains, delirlumsa Often and often you 
think and talk of the common affairs of 


life—of letters from home, of what news- | 


papers are saying, ofa celebrity who was 
in the town the night before, of some- 
thing good to eat, or of a good place to 
sleep in prospect. You even laugh over 
a story. There is salvation in that, and 
you are not ashamed to laugh. 


Observer Gripped by Tragedy. 

Suddenly, in an unguarded moment, the 
meaning and the tragedy of it all grip 
aman. He sees a pale nurse bending 
over a soldier who is trying for shame’s 
sake and for the woman's sake not to 
moan as she strips the blackened band- 
ages away from his shattered arm. Or 
he comes upon these new made graves 
with the little crosses that the winds of 
winter will s0 soon blow down. 

The man turns away from you. A s0b 
clutches his throat. In a rush of tears 
it all comes home to him—vivid, ruth- 
less, terrible. He cannot see the graves 
huddled around the patriot’s statue in 
the station garden at Louvain. He has 
crossed frontiers and he is standing in 
sequestered villages with weeping wom- 
en and with fatherless children who do 
not understand why mother cries. 


Flowers Wither Over Graves. 

He brushes the vision away and again 
his eyes rest on the flag that flutters 
from the little mound and on the graves 
of them that sieep in the desolated city 
of an alien land. 

It was only a month ago that soldiers 
plarted the palms and geraniums there. 

And now the autumn has withered them 


all.

An exposé of thousands of “ tax dodg- 
ers "' in Cook county was begun yesterday 
in the County court by four assistants to 
State's Attorney Hoyne. The evidence 
collected by accountants for six months is 
Said to point out more than 15,000 persons 
who have evaded payment of taxes during 
the last three years and may involve 
members of the board of assessors. 
Cook county has been cheated out of al- 
most $100,000,000 in taxes, it is charged, 
in the last six years, during which time 
the practice of “‘ tax dodging ”’ has large- 
ly grown. 

What Hearing Shows. 
The state’s attorney's first step was 
to seek permission to file a criminal infor- 
mation in the County court by which 
hundreds of wealthy and prominent Chi- 
cagoans will be haled into court and 
subjected to the possibility of indictment 
by the grand jury. This preliminary 
during the day brought out the follow- 
ing points: 

Large assessments were entered by 
the field assessors and stricken off the 
books by the members of the board of 
assessors at the request of those as- 
sessed and without any verification of 
their statements as to the actual value 
of the property. 

Assessments were raised by the 


board of review over the figures placed 
by the assessors, and in the following 
year the assessment would be left off 
the books entirely by the assessors. 

Business houses were entered on the 
assessors’ books as being “‘out of busi- 
ness "' and nonassessable, when inves- 
tigation disclosed they were doing busi- 
ness as always.

$80,000,000 Lost to People.

Since 1910, when the taxes as- 
sessed were $43,902,878, to 19138, when they 
were $58,379,142, it is estimated that the 
county has lost the huge sum of $80,000,000.

ARE KILLED BY 
A LIVE WIRE. 
Railroad Section Hands 
Electrocuted While 
at Work. 


Workmen employed by the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad were unloading rails from a 
flat car on a bridge spanning the drain- 
age canal at Kedzie avenue yesterday. A 
highly charged feed wire of the sanitary 
district crosses the tracks at this point.

SHERMAN RE-ELECTED. 

Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman has won re 
election. He was an alien in Chicago, but a 
native son downstate. He will return to the 
senate and it is Tus Tripunz’s conviction that 
he will do his work usefully. It was because of 
that conviction that Tum TRIBUNE gave him an 
indorsement over the other two candidates. 

Mr. Sherman’s fault is a disposition toward old 
fogyism on certain questions which involve cen- 
tralization of government and which increase the 
effectiveness of centralized administration. He 
is apt to go back fifty or sixty years and make 
too much of the dignity of the state, in cases 
where that dignity merely operates to prevent 
a thing from being done effectively. 

We believe that Mr. Sherman, with a full term 
before him—no longer a mere interloper in the 
senate—will display the vigor of thought and 
action which has won him the respect of many of 
his critics. 

We do not believe that Illinois has sent a 
negligible quantity to the senate, but rather a man 
of exceptional political intelligence who can ad- 
mirably represent the state, 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

Enough votes for a constitutional convention 
resoluton have been explicitly pledged or counted 
as favorable to insure its passage by the next 
assembly—if every pledge is kept. The margin 
over the required two-thirds is four votes in the 
house and five in the senate. This is not a wide 
margin and may be wiped out by absence or some 
other form of evasion, but Mr. Cole, head of the 
Constitutional Convention league, is confident of 
success, and his judgment is good. 

All the same, propaganda should continue s9 
that before the assembly convenes public opinion 
will be concentrated effectively and a defeat or 
evasion of ihe ‘Tesolution will not be considered. 
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READY FOR INSURRECTION. 

It- would seem that the fire has been pulled out 
from under the boiler of the Democratic steam

The Democratic majority in the house has been 
£0 reduced as to invite revolutions. 
likely to be wholesome. 

When the great Democratic majority of two '| 
years ago was reported many Democratic dis- | 
ciplinarians grieved, thinking that the party had 
been given a working force which would prove | 
beyond ordinary management. The result proved 
otherwise. The majority was so large that in- 
surgents were discouraged. Even in case they 
gathered a considerable group of men around 
an idea they lacked force. A majority still re- 
mained against them, no matter what combina- 
tions they sought with men of other parties. 
Consequently the caucus rule in the house was 
tyrannical. Rebellion against it was ineffective. No 
headway could be made. Enough conspirators 
could not be assembled to overthrow the organ- 
ization on any given question. 

The large majority worked perfectly for Demo- 
cratic harmony because it discouraged opposition. 
Now that majority has been reduced to the point 
of offering success to any rebellion. A defection 
of twelve or fifteen votes will take control away 
from the Democratic house organization. Conse- 
quently the house organization must be conserva- 
tive, tolerant, and compromising. 

There will be a very different spirit in the next 
congress. President Wilson had full knowledge 
of this possibility. He indicated it when he put 
through as much as possible of his program. 

Watch for the insurrection in the next congress. 


SURPRISES OF THE WAR. 

To the layman, at least, if not to the expert, 
the war has developed several surprises. One is 
the failure of the Germans to sweep the field to 
Paris. Another is the failure of the British to 
sweep the seas of Germans. Another is the failure 
of Russia’s sea of men to inundate Prussia. 

Of course the foregoing is a very loose way of 
putting the expectations referred to, but it is not 
essentially inaccurate. It was widely believed that 
the overwhelming German army would fight its 
way swiftly over northern France and take Paris 
in a few weeks. It has not done so. On the con- 
trary, over three months have passed by and the 
German army is in an apparent stalemate on the 
northern border of France, fighting with splendid 
valor and pitiless self-sacrifice, but obviously 
checked. 

On the other hand, while the main German fleet 
is bottled up by the main British and French force, 
such striking naval successes as have occurred have 
to be credited to the Germans. The feat of the 
submarine U-9° did not seriously weaken the Brit- 
ish fleet, but its moral value to the Germans was 
undoubtedly great. The adventures of the light 
cruisers Emden and Karlsruhe are important in the 
same way, and the victory off Chile — more 80. 

In the eastern theater of the land war the tre- 
mendous weight of the Russian rere bas not yet 
manifested iteelf, and the critical action is on Rus- 
sian soil. The Austrians have acquitted them- 
selves well after their first reverse, and exhausted 
Servia is unable to do more than defend itself. 

This is the situation in general view. But in 
Jetail the war has contained other surprises, most 
notably the resistance of Belgium, which undoubt- 
ediy saved Paris, if not France itself. The in- 
feriority of the French aviator to the British and 
German is a reverse of the expected. The mo- 
bility of heavy artillery developed by the Germans 
and the swift demolition of modern fortresses were

THE REASONABLE SUBWAY. 

Mayor Harrison’s subway ideas have undergone 
conversion. The “dinky subway” of campaigning 
rhetorie becomes the sensible subway of more 
sedate thought. 

The mayor’s eyes can tell him that something 
ought to be done to make conditions of street car 
transportation in Chicago at least tolerable. They 
can tell him that at present conditions are toler- 
able only in a tolerant city. 

If there were any effective discontent in Chi- 
cago the remedy would be found without so much 
useless rhetoric. We do not blame the mayor 
for protecting the city against the possibility of a 
deal which would inordinately benefit the traction 
companies—surface and elevated. 

We have blamed him for interposing a theory 
in the way of e fact. Mr. Harrison tried to per- 
suade the voters to chase a will-o’-the-wisp, and 
although he failed to obtain indorsement for the 
incomprehensible comprehenisve subway, he did 
succeed in making it impossible to obtain a de- 
termination of the question upon a basis of fact. 

The facts are that the city is in position to bufld 
a subway which will relieve congestion where it is 
most damaging—in the downtown district. It is 
in position financially to relieve overcrowding of 
cars at the source and to promote the speed of the 
cars. It can make it possible to take street car 
traffic off the streets where congestion is the 
greatest and to eliminate the snail crawl of the 
cars in the loop district. 

Later this subway system can be made to fit in 
with any comprehensive system which may be 
proved practical. In the meanwhile there is clear 
gain. If this idea now recommends itself to the 
mayor, he, by indorsing it, reveals progress. 

We do not obstruct any better system by taking 
such improvement as now is possible. Obstruction 
would be possible, but it is not the necessary con- 
dition and there is sufficient intelligence in the 
city administration to protect all the city’s inter- 
ests. 

The city is prepared now, when the approval 
of the citizens has been obtained, to undertake a 
work which will bring relief instantly and which 
will adjust itself to improvements of larger scope 
when they rationally may be undertaken. 


A PROTEST THAT COUNTS. 

The report of the taxation committee of the 
American Bar association on our fearful-wonderful 
income tax law must startle those statesmen who 
have been deliciously lulled and soothed by the 
lyrica] tribute of President Wilson to the Demo- 
cratic majority of the present national house. 
There is nothing political, partisan, or reactionary 
in the report signed by Prof. Ernest Freund of the 
University of Chicago.

Turtle,” which he constructed, represented not 
only the first attempt at a submarine mine; it! 
was also the world’s first submarine boat. These | 
two deadly engines, which play so important a! 
part in the present struggle, originated in the. 
same brain and at the same time. Bushnell’s chief 
ambition was to construct a receptacle contain- 
ing an explosive which he could set off under 
the enemy’s vesse]—the submarine boat was built 
merely as a method of putting this amicable 
engine in position, 

The whole contraption, according to contem- 
porary descriptions, was shaped something like 
a “round clam.” The vessel was large enough 
to hold a man in sitting posture; its elevation 
and submersion was accomplished by letting 
water in and out; it had an elaborate mechanism 
for steering and propulsion. The navigator 
worked a couple of treads with his feet after the 
present fashion of running a sewing machine; 
this gtarted a couple of paddle wheels on the out- 


side, which furnished the vessel’s motive power. 

The exterior wall held in place a large keg 
filled with gunpowder, ignited by a fuse; at the 
critical moment the inmate released this, backed 
away quickly Bo as to save his own skin, and 
calmly awaited the pending destruction.

He showed his 
eruption as proof of the efficacy of his medi- 
cine. Dr. Crawford visited Hebron and thought 
conditions were satisfactory. Dr, Drake has 
heard of but one new case within the last week, 
but an inspector will go to Hebron at once 
to investigate. Dr. Drake reports that Mr. 
Turner, president of the township board of 
health, reports that there are but three cases 
of smallpox in Hebron and that the policy of 
vaccination and strict quarantine is being car- 
ried out. By the end of a week the entire com- 
munity will have been vaccinated.

ILLICENT, Dowager Duchess of 
Sutherland, has become aconvert 
to the Roman Catholic church, 
according to reports now current 
among her relatives and friends in 

England. The story is borne out in a 
measure by the fact that her marriage 
the other day to Maj. Percy Desmond 
Fitzgerald of the Eleventh hussars, who 
won the distinguished service order dur- 
ing the siege of Ladysmith, took place 
quietly at St. Joseph's Catholic church at 
Roehampton, one of the most picturesque 
suburbs of London, and that there was 
no Protestant ceremony of any kind. 

Her little book, entitled ‘‘ Six Weeks 
at the War,’’ and recording her experi- 
ences as a Red Cross nurse in Belgium 
and France until the capture of her am- 
bulance party by the Germans and their 
expulsion from Belgium into Holland, 
contains such sympathetic references to 
the convent of the Sistera of Notre Dame 
at Namur and to her association with 
these sisters in the task of caring for 
the wounded and dying at Namur as to 
convey the impression of a community of 
religious ideals,

The duchess’ new husband, Maj. Fitz- 
gerald, is a Roman Catholic, a graduate 
of the great Roman Catholic college of 
Oscott, and has achieved considerable 
note as a polo player. 

Just turned 42, he is but five years the 
junior of his remarkably youthful look- 
ing and comely bride, and is a manof con- 
siderable wealth, derived from his father, 
a Galway man, who made a large fortune 
in Australia, where he has g beautiful 
place known as Moira, at St. Kilda, near 
Melbourne, and where, as the Hon, Nich- 
Olas Fitzgerald, he has played a promi- 
nent part In Australian politics. On his 
father’s death Maj. Fitzgerald will in- 
herit the bulk of his property.

‘Of course, the duchess, who was left 
rather badly off by the late duke, and who, 
if current gossip is to be believed, is not 
on particularily friendly terms with her 
son, the present duke, loses her status 
and her legal prerogatives asa peeress of 
the realm by her marriage. 

Having become a commoner, she can no 
longer claim immunity from the jurisdic- 
tion of the ordinary tribunals, or demand 
trial by the house of lords. 

At court she will no longer have her 
place on the bench reserved for duchesses, 
nor in the gallery restricted to peeresses 
in the Chapel Royal at St. James. She 
loses all the precedence which she for- 
merly enjoyed as a duchess and resumes 
that of the daughter of an earl, to which 
she was entitled through her father, the 
late Lord Rosslyn, prior to her marriage, 
at the age of 17, to the late Duke of Suth- 
erland, 

However, according to English custom 
and usage, she will still continue to he 
known fn soqmy, not as Lady Millicent 
Fitzgerald, ut as Milliceyg, Duchess of

TUBERCULIN TEST FOR MILE. 

Chicago, Noy. 5.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your editorial entitled “‘A Battle 
for the Children " is doubtless well in- 
tended. We are all one in wanting clean 
and safe milk for ourselves and for the 
children of the community. On this point 
there is surely no difference of opinion. 
Difference of opinion arises when we are 
told, as we are in your editorial, that the 
way, and the only way, to battle for the 
children is to fight for the tuberculin test. 
Judging by the past this way of battling 
for the children is very ineffective. After 
many years of agitation not a single 
American city of any size is requiring its 
milk to come from tuberculin tested cows. 
Every attempt to enforce such an ordi- 
nance has been a failure. Chicago tried 
it five years ago and falled, failed com- 
pletely before the Shurtleff law was 
passed. 

Milwaukee's failure the last year is 
fresh in all our minds. Unt!l dairymen 
around our cities ready to test their cows 
are sufficient in number to supply the city 
with milk, it is a waste of time to puss 
laws requiring the test. It moreover is 
idle to agitate in favor of such alaw. So 
long as people will have milk and farmers 
will not test their cows, you are battling 
to no avail to pass laws requiring the test. 
Instead of saying as you do, “ There is 
only one way to safeguard against milk 
from diseased cows, and that is to have 
the cows put through a tuberculin test,”’ 
your sentence should have read, ‘‘ There 
is one perfect way of safeguarding milk 
immensely superior to that of having the 
cows put through a tuberculin test, and 
that is to require perfect pasturization.”’ 

Milk may come from tuberculin tested 
cows and still be laden with disease germs 
injurious to the health and even to the 
life of our children, but if milk is rightly 
pasturized no harmful germ of any kind 
is left and the milk is absolutely safe.

Decision to Permit Allow- 
ances to Industrials. 


CASES UP ON MERITS. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—{Special.)— 
With Chairman Harlan dissenting the in- 
terstate commerce commission today so 
modified its industrial railways decision 
as to permit the granting of allowances 
by trunk lines to the industrials. 

The modified decision is based on the 
recent decision of the United States Su- 
preme court in the tap line case, deciar- 
ing the tap lines common carriers. It 
provides that in every case of a tap line 
or an industrial railway the allowances 
shall be decided on the individual merita 

The commission set dates for hearings 
on the reasonableness of the allowances 
made by carriers in official classification 
territory. One of these hearings -will be 
held in Chicago on Nov. 80, at which time 
the allowances granted to the industrial 
railwaye in the vicinity of Chicago wil! 
be investigated. 


Shows Roads How to Save. 

Notwithstanding the modification of the 
decision today, the commiseion still be- 
lieves that the trunk line carriers can 
save millions of dollars annually by a 
more scientific handling of the allow- 
ances. The commission states that the 
records in the tap line case, as well as 
the industrial railway hearings, show 
that the granting of allowances te the 
industrials has been carried to extremes. 

Under today’s decision each carrier be- 
coming a party toan agreement with an 
industrial must promptly flle with the 
commission a full statement as to the de- 
tails of the arrangements. 


Conclusions of Commission. 
In its conclusions the commission said: 
‘* We shall expect the trunk line roads, 
under the modification here made of our 
original findings, to reéstablish allow- 


ances, divisions, or demurrage, or per 


diem arrangements with the industrial 
roads only in instances in which the trans-‘ 
action is bona fide and in which it is’ 
clearly lawful and propa 

“What we have said relative to es- 
tablishment of allowances or divisions 
with the industrial roads referred to is 
not to be understood as a finding by us 
that those industrial roads can resume 
these relations with the trunk line car- 
riers without transgressing the provisions 
of the commodities clause."’

Néw York, Nov. 6.—[Special.J—James A. 
Patten, the former cotton king, who re- 
cently was fined $4,000 for violating the 
Sherman law by engineering a corner in 
cotton in 1910, is the main defendant ina 
civil suit brought under the Sherman law 
in the United States District court today 
by Charles Waite of Chicago and Robert 
Henry Thorburn of this city. The suit 
has to do with the cats corner of July, 
1902, which Patten is also said to have 
manipulated. 

The plaintiffs formerly were members of 
the firm of Waiie, Thorburn & Co., grain 
commission merchants and members of 
the Chicago board of trade, who were 
caught in the oats corner. They say that 
they were damaged to the extent of $100,- 
OO by alleged conspiracy and ask treble 
damages of $300,400 under the Sherman 
law. 

Other Defendants in Suit. 

The lapse of time between the acts com- 
plained of and the bringing of the suit 
is probably due to the fact that until Pat- 
ten was indicted for h.s, cotton pool oper- 
ations by the federal authorities the 
manipulation of a speculative pool orcor- 
ner waé not considered illegal. 

The defendants named in the suit be- 
sides Mr. Patten are William H. Bartlett, 
now of New Mexico, and Frank P. Frazer 
of th.s city. They were members of the 
firm of Bartlett, Frazer & Co., grain 
brokers of Chicago. This concern, ac- 
cording to the complaint, was one-of the 
numerous companies associated with Pat- 
ten in his conspiracy to raise the price 
of oats. 

The complaint states that in pursuance 
of the consp.racy the defendants and un- 
known conspirators bought up the entire 
availiable supply of the various brands of 
new style oats in Chicago warehouses for 
delivery in July, 1902. This supply, the 
complaint says, amounted to 1,250,000 
bushels, in addition to which the defend- 


ants took up 10,000,000 bushels above the [ 


visible supply. 


Made ‘Artificial’? Prices. 

As the transactions in the oat pit main- 
tained by the Chicago board of trade fix 
the market price throughout the country, 
the complaint says the defendants, after 
buying up the available supply, were en- 
abled to raise prices to “ extortionate, 
unreasonable, and artificial '’ figures, to 
the injury of merchants, dealers, manu- 
facturers, and consumers throughout the 
country. 

The complaint charges that the defend- 
ants, through their alleged monopoly, 
were able at one time to raise price 
to 70 cents a bushel and maintain an av- 
erage price of 64 cents a bushel! until the 
close of the July market. 

All the transactions of the defendants 
and their unnamed associates in the pit 
were taken secretly, the complaint says, 
all the parties to the pool binding them- 
Selves not to sell what they had bought 
save at the agreed price. 


Plaintiffs Lost Similar Suit. 

John S. Wise Jr. of 20 Broad street, at- 
torney for the plaintiffs, said today that a 
suit growing out of the same oat corner 
had been decided favorably by the Supe- 
rior court of Cook county, III., in 1905, but 
had later been reversed by the Supreme 
court of the state. 

In this suit the same defendants sought 
to enjoin the Chicago board of trade and 
the Bank of Montreal from delivering 
over their margin certificates. : 

In a collateral decision in the Patten 
cotton corner case in January, 1913, the 


. Supreme court of the United States held 


pools to be illegal. The following month 
Patten pleaded guilty to -the charge 
against him before Judge Mayer in the 
United States District court here. Later 
four of his associates pleaded nolo con- 
tendere and were fined $4,000 each. 


DE LUXE BOOK MEN ARE HIT. 


W. J. Hartley and J. J. Farmer, 
Convicted of Mail Frauds, 
Sentenced to Two Years. 


New York, Nov. 6.—William J. Hartley 
and James J. Farmer, recently convicted 
of using the mails to defraud purchasers 
of rare books, were sentenced today to 
serve terms of two years in the federal] 
penitentiary at Atlanta. The Anglo- 
American Authors’ association, a cor- 
poration composed of the defendants and 
others, was fined $2,000. 

Counsel for Hartley and Farmer filed 
with the court a writ or error which acts 
as a stay, and bail was fixed at $10,000 
each. 

The extent of the swindle charged 
against the defendants and others tried 
with them was approximately $10,000,000, 
according to the government's experts.

It iscomplex, long, 
sinister, and sardonic—the work of a 
technologist, of a man of clear, unemo- 
tional mind, who, like some dry souled god 
sits on drought stricken hills and watches 
the thirst of men in the valleys below. 
It will add to the reputation of M. France. 
It will be called a great satire. It will 
awaken the sympathetic laughter of the 
truly witty. And, believe me, it leaves 
the world strangly chill, like a certain 


yock I know of in the Berkshires, where 
the wind has swept everything from the 
top and left it the prey of lightnings. The 
hill is exhilarating—for a few minutes. 
But-folk are always in a hurry to get 
away before dark.

Rollin Lynde Hartt did not, of course, 
select his own name. But it must have 
been given him by prophetic parents, for 
it admirably suits the mood of blithe in- 
quisitiveness with which he approaches 
the world. Of all American writers, he 
is, perhaps, the most high spirited. He 
so enjoys What he sees and hears, he 
writes about it with such spontaneity 
that the reader contracts enthusiasm 


from him. 


- 
“ TI NDERSTANDING THE FRENCH” 


is his latest volume. (Published by Mc- 
Bride, Nast & Co.) In it he says pretty 
much what he pleases. He very frequent- 
ly disagrees with popular opinion con- 


cerning the French. He regards them 
as less clever and far wiser than it is the 
custom to think them; he says they bring 
up their children badly; he believes them 
to be really religious; he finds them full 
of loyal memories, and he declares they 
make good friends and gorgeous enemies. 

“Of almost any Frenchman,’ he 
writes, ‘I think you may say without 
exaggeration: 

“He was strong in body, despite most 
untoward circumstances; seriousin mind, 
though capable of infinite jolity; gifted 
with rare genius, albeit of a technical 
rather than a practical order; artistic, 
and, therefore, courteous; in morals no 
Puritan, but at the same time no hypo- 


' crite: réligious, and all the more 80 if his 


religion consisted in a passionate hatred 
of all religion whatsoever; fiery in his 
love of children, of ghory, and of sociabil- 
ity: and patient under government ex- 
cept when cruelly used or when assailed 
in his principles. 

“In a word, he was human, and if he 
had his weaknesses, he nevertheless Cis- 
played a hardihood, a tenderness, and a 
romantic idealism that won him the love 
and admiring remembrance of all who 
knew him well.’ ” 

Mr. Hartt is perfectly lucid when he 
writes about the Independents whose 
pictures have so disturbed a world of well 
organized art. Of the Cubists, the Fu- 
turists, the Post-Impressioniasts, and the 
Orphists he leas this to say: 

‘Outrageous fellows, who could not 


paint if they would and would not if they 
could, they conspire to fill some forty-odd 
portable picture galleries (set allina row, 
down by the Seine) with ‘ horrors’ you 
would never in your maddest mad mo- 
ments conceive of—blasphemies against 
beauty, insults to intelligence, and incred- 
ible effronts to decency. No doubt you 
remember the specimens imported for 
America. Those were mild, most un- 


representatively mild, whereas the preva- | 


lent immoralities of a Salon des Inde- 
pendants are the sort of thing we punish 
with state’s prison sentences.” 

Mr. Hartt’s proofreading is, on one oc- 
casion at least, somewhat negligent. He 
is talking about French pronunciation 
and he says: ‘‘ The French ‘h’ isan all 
but inaudible cluck, whose occurrence is 
indicated mainly by the omission of a 
liaison.” 

Tut, tut, Mr. Hartt! Would a Frenchman 
omit that? Or what were you thinking 
of when you endeavored to write “ eli- 


sion?’

but American readers will be particularly 
interested in Mme, Lehmann’s American 
experiences. She came here first in 1885 
to sing at the Metropolitan Opera house. 
She had some trouble with her managers 
in Germany and suspected that they 
were more than anxious to have her come 
to this country. Mme. Lehmann gives an 
amusing story of the reason for building 
the Metropolitan Opera house: 

“Up to this time the home of the opera 
had been in the Academy of Music, an 
elegant opera house in Fourteenth street, 
with fine acoustics. But as on a particu- 
lar evening one of ‘g: beautiful million- 
airesses did not receive the box in which 
she intended to shine because another 
beautiful woman had anticipated her, the 
husband of the former took prompt action 
and caused the Metropolitan Opera house 
to arise, wherein his beloved wife might 
dazzle. Thither everybody now streamed, 
and the old Academy of Music was quick- 
ly forgotten.’’ 

A good story, but I doubt its authen- 
ticity. 

Mme. Lehmann’s season in America was 
not without ite struggles. Edmund Stan- 
ion, a young gentleman _— from 
the ranks of society, was fhe manager or 
“intendent "' of the Metropolitan Opera 
house when Mme, Lehmann first sang 
there. He was a novice at the business 
and confusion behind the scenes Was 80 
bad that Mme. Lehmann vowed that she 
would not sing any further. ‘‘ Some- 
times,” she writes, “‘ I swore in pure Ger- 
man—I am aware it was not ladylike—but 
I swore all the same to clear the air about 
me, and finally I succeeded.”’ 

Anton Seidl, “ Richard Wagner's fa- 
vorite pupil,” was the conductor of the 
opera at that time, and she was “ happy 
under his perfect leading.”” She and Seidl 
‘understood each other, and not the slight- 
‘est discord ever arose between the 
“artists up above and the conductor 
‘down below, who led his splendid or- 
chestra so gloriously.”

Mme. Lehmann does not speak 80 en- 
thusiastically of Walter Damrosch, * who 
was still very young and who had talent 
and great audacity, but who was then 
without any maturity, which was not te 
be expected of him. Damrosch and Mme. 
Lehmann often locked horns—"“ aa for in- 
stance, when he did not adhere, at the 
pianoforte rehearsal, to the plano score, 
but wandered off into variations, because 
three equal eighth notes seemed to hirp 
too tiresome. Neither Halévy nor Bel- 
lini needed to endure it, and, in this case, 
[ felt that I represented the composers 
that he ill treated, while, on the other 
points, alSo, I had occasion to put him 
right. We were good friends, however, as 
I saw that he understood how to accept 
| Sound advice with humor, for Walter 
|Damrosch was clever and knew what he 

was about.’ 

| I am delighted that Mme. Lehmann is 
so appreciative of the work of Theodore 
|'Thomas, who always seemed to me the 
| finest leader that ever held a baton. Mme. 
| Lehmann attended a number of Philhar- 
/monic concerts that he conducted and 
she writes that there was something in the 
tone of the orchestra that had never 
struck her elsewhere. “I gave myself 
up to the enchantment of it over and over 
again, until, after much speculating, I 
was able to explain the wonder to myself."’ 
The perfect tone and perfect unison were 
due to his special care. To quote from the 
book: 

“Once when Thomas resumed the re- 
| hearsal after a pause, he rapped again te 
| Stop his men, and, turning to the orches- 

tra, said: ‘ But, children, tune your in- 
struments; it is quite unbearable!’ I 


must admit that I had not perceived any- 
thing especially impure, in spite of my 
keen ear.. Today, indeed, when my sense 
of pitch has been enormously refined by. 
study, I would be able to hear that which 
Thomas heard then." 

Thomas was a man to whom Mme. Leh- 
mann would like to erect a monument, 
“for he was a sound kernel in a rough 
shell and music, that is, his ideal art was 
as exalted to him as mine is te me. 1 cam 


‘but his orchestra understodd him, and 
he made no concessions to the American 
public when he wished to instructit, by 
sparing it anything he proposed to carry 
through.” 

Touring in American with the hard 
work of singing in the opera proved 
too much for Mme. Lehmann and she 
broke down. She writes that she had a 
feeling of dissolution im the universe 
She was not able to turn over in bed and 
her nerves were on edge, but her appe 
tite was unappeased. Her body was es- 
hausted by nervous strain, and to bring 
her back to a normal condition this is how 
she was fed: ; 

“Two beefsteaks, from four to aix 
eggs, fruit, and compote were given me 
every day to eat, and a bottle of beef tea, 
three spoonfuls of champagne and cognac 
daily to drink, all of which I took eagerly 
for months before I could talk again of 
feeling replete. Afterwards I called my 
iliness ‘an attack of gluttony.’ I was 
overwhelmed with delicacies of every 
kind, and with the most superb fruit and 
flowers.”’ 

Mme. Lehmann's book is very intimate, 
very lively, and very instructive.

[George H; Doran company, 
New York]. Theauthor, W. Barnes Ste- 
vani, obtained his information while serv- 
ing as correspondent in Russia for Eng- 
ligh papers during a long period of years. 
The book ia written in the style of the 
pews gatherer, and is readable and in- 
teresting. In ft is set forth the military 
strength of the Russian empire, explana- 
tions of ite failure in the Manchurian 
campaign, and reasons why it should 
succeed im the present war. Mr. Stevani 
ig an admirer of things Russian, and his 
narrative is written in a sympathetic 
vein. Im spite of occasional instances 
of misinformation, such as his statements 
thet “an army corps contains from 
200,000 to 300,000. men,"’ when it prob- 
ably does not exceed 80,000, and- that 
“every Japanese soldier in Manchuria 
was supplied with an accurate map of the 
country being operated over,” which ob- 
viously could not be the case, the book is 
instructive and well worth reading.

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Another book of a similartype is‘ THE 
GERMAN ARMY FROM WITHIN "’ 
[George H. Doran company, New York], 
written by an English officer who spent 
some years a® a young boy in a German 
cadet school and later asa lieutenant In 
a Prussian cavalry regiment. He does 
not give his name, but is described asa 
distinguished English officer. In his ef- 
forts to show that the reputation of the 
German army has been overstated the 
author has exhibited a degree of preju- 
dice that to an unbiased reader seriously 
injures his case. When he states that 
‘one British Tommy is equal to ‘hree 
Germans of the same rank" he forfeits 
the right to be considered seriously. He 
inveighs against the iniquity of German 
militarism, forgetting that to the Ger- 
man, as well as to many others, English 
militarism on sea is quite as pronounced 
and not'one whit less wicked. Because 
none of the present German military 
chiefs have been tried out in actual war. 
he is confident that they are void of the 
geniusof leadership and that theirarmies 
are doomed to failure. 

While the book Is readable and interest- 
ing, it ls seriously marred by the egotism 
of the author, is of doubtful dependence 
as a source of information, and isactual- 
ly harmful to those for whom it was writ- 
ten, for it attempts to fill their minds 
with a contempt for a powerful foe, which 
is always a dangerous thing. However,

company), hae pro- 
= Radayg Wuced a unique and 
necessary work. The book is concise, 
readable, but it is not too short to be re- 
markably comprehensive and concrete; 
above all, it is not padded or “ faked.” 
Mr. Moderwell knows what he is talking 
about and knows it from intelligent, first 
hand study of the European and Amer- 
ican stages. He has the highest ideals 
for the theater, an institution of today, 
upon which have been concentrated the 
arts, the mechanical sciences, the deep- 
ering thought, and the great social forces 
of the age. But there ie a newer note 
than this. The author is a Socialist. The 
most emphatic point of his book is its 
Stress on the supremacy of the modern 
German stage, which sets the pace for the 
world because it has grown up out of its 
audience, the great democratic mass. 
Bare walls, simple lines, harmonious 
colors, soft lighte—these are part of the 
new stage setting set forth by Adolph 
Appia, Geonge Fuchs, and Gordon Craig. 
Craig’s creed of suggestion rather than 


representation is his command, ‘‘ Do not. 


look first at nature, look into the pley of 
the poet.’’ Appia emphasizes the actor 
by means of new lighting; Fuchs of Mun- 
ich keeps the actor always in the fore- 
ground, banishing perspective; Craig sub- 
ordinates all to the mood of the dramatist. 
Mr. Moderwell describes the three new 
types of German stages: the revolving, 
rolling, and sliding stages. He explains 
clearly that revolutionary invention, the 
Fortunay system of reflected light, which 
combined with the permanent skydome, 
makes possible absolute realism in out- 
door scenes. 

The model theater is Berlin’s, the Neuc 
Freie Volksbihne, which is owned by its 
audience of 50,000. In explaining this re- 
markable institution, Mr. Moderwell tells 
about Max Littmann’s new German the 
atrical architecture, where every one sees 
and hears perfectly; he writes with fine 
practicality about theatrical economics, 
explaining how $4,200 a week in London 
can produce but six plays a season, while 
in Strassburg the same money results in 
109 plays and operas (exclusive only of 
the opera orchestra). > 

We read, too, of the color of Leon Bakst 
and Josef Urban, of the stylisation of 
Craig, Rheinhardt, and Stanislavsky of 
Moscow, 

Talking simply about plays as Iitera- 
ture, Mr. Moderwell is a bit superficial. 
probably on account of lack of space. 
Russian drama he shows to have been 
chiefly distinguished by moral earnest- 
ness, German by emotional vigor, French 
by technical mastery, and English by 
intellectual power. The one encouraging 
thing he has to say about American 
drama is that it has a future, rather than 
apast. Occagtonally he is unusually pene- 
trating; witness his observation on the 
mood of Tchekoff plays, ‘‘ the mood in 
which one sits for hours before a wood 
fire, learning to know a friend from re- 
marks dropped at long intervals in the 
silence.”’ 

The reader of “ THE THBATER OF 
TODAY ” who does not know the theater 
of America may be led astray by Mr. 
Moderwell's natural enthusiasm for his 
own group of Bostonians, past and pres- 
ent. It is true that the stage settings 
of Urban of the Boston opera are the 
finest ever seen in America; it is undoubt- 
ed that the scenic designs of such men 
as Livingston Platt and Samuel Hume are 
of rare beauty; but whether other Bos- 
ton notables—young critics, sceme de- 
signers, and a manager or two—are as 
supreme nationally as this book inginu- 
ates, is matter for question. 

The professional in the theater, how- 
ever, cannot help joining the amateur in 
recognizing Mr. Moderwell's book as the 
first of its great scope and one likely to 
remain the best for years to come.

Br which has made use of the sen- 
timent of revanche in France and the 
ambition of Russia in the near east to 
acquire aid for the crushing of her most 
formidable rival. In this view Germany | 
is presented before the tribunal of the 
world conscience “‘in shining armor,”’ in- 
deed, but with a sword drawn reluctantly 
in defense of very existence. 


In England the favorite theory of Ger- 
many’s case presents her as a nation poil- 
soned by arrogance, betrayed into ruth- 
lese violence by the pride and ambition of 
a military caste whose head is the em- 
peror, and whose purpose is to conquer 
the world. Hngiend, in this view, ts pre- 
sented as the defender of peace, the pro- 
tector of civil tranquillity and: progress, 
the champion of constitutional 
and international order against militar- 
ism, autocracy, and the doctrine of might. 

There is, however, a considerable mid- 
dle ground between these two extreme 
positions, and the most interesting dis- 
cussions of Anglo-German relations are 
to be found within this middle ground. 
Neither German tirades against British 
perfidy nor British tirades against “‘ the 
trampling foolery of Prussian militar- 
ism’ are edifying or convincing. Truth 
lies, we are sure, somewheres between. 

For this reason a group of lectures by 
the late J. A. Cramb, profeseor of history 
in Queen’s college, London, will be widely 
read. They are now published under the 
title “ GERMANY AND ENGLAND ” [E. 
P. Dutton & Co.], and derive unusual 
emphasis from the fact that they are vir- 
tually a prediction of “ irrepressible con- 
flict’ between the two empires. Prof. 
Cramb’s views are also almost unique tn 
being sympathetic with the ideals of im- 
perial Germany as expressed by the most 
aggressive school represented by Bern- 
hardi and Treitschke, despite its Anglo- 
phobta. 


Prof. Cramb takes this group very seri- 
ously. Bernhardi’s-book on ‘“‘ Germany 
and the Next War,”" he declares, is 
“‘ symptomatic,’’ representing ‘“‘the mood, 
the conviction, the fervent faith of thou- 
ands and tens of thousands of Germans— 
Prussians, Saxons, Suabians, Bavarians.’’ 

Summarizing the German point of view, 
or, rather, the point of view of the Ger- 
man imperialists, Prof. Cramb says: 


If we ask what those desires, ambitions, and 
aspirations are ,the answer is this: Germany, 
not less than Pngiland, it is conterded, is 
dowered with the genius for empire, that power 
in a race which, like genius in the artist, must 
express itself or destroy its possessor. An 
empire she once had, centuries before France 
and England fought. Thatemplreislost. But 
in the German race the instinct for empire is 
as ancient and as deeply rooted as it is in the 
English race, and in the Germany of the pres- 
ent time, above all, this instinct, by reason 
of the very strength of Germany within her- 
self, her conscious, and vital energy, her sense 
of deep and repressed forces, is not a mere cloud 
in the brain, but t3 almost an imperious neces- 
sity. This is the real driving force in Ger- 
man politics, the essential thing. 

Across the path of this force stands 
England, and of the opinion of Germans 


of this school Prof. Crasmb writes: 


It 1s true that among Germans of every rank 
aml class there are men wi'ling to acknowledge 
me all 


ered with the genius for empire; the one, the 
elder, already sated with the expsrience and 
th glories of empire; the other, the younger. 
apparently exhaustiess in resources and en- 
ergy, balked in midcareer by ‘‘ fate and meta- 
physical aid, and now indignant. 

Prof. Cramb proceeds to summarize the 
indictment of English culture, character, 
and institutions brought by these Ger- 
mana, and their belief that the British 
empire is a fraud, ready to be overthrown, 
and he contrasts “ the energy, the single 
devoted purposefulness throbbing every- 
where throughout Germany, her forward 
ranging effort, her inner life, her army, 
her fleet "’ with British apathy and stolid 
indifference to what the significance of 
euch ea rival means to England. To this 
indifference or passivity Prof. Cramb be- 
lieves that ‘“‘the theory of pacificism ” 
has largely contributed and inquires if ‘‘in 
this effusive sentiment for peace, these 
spasmodic efforts to stop what it names 
‘the mad race for armaments’ has Eng- 
land, this power which possesses one-fifth 
of the globe and an army at least as large 
as that of Switzerland, forgotten the sense 
of humor?’ 

Among the notes found among the pa- 
pers of Prof. Cramb intended evidently 
as a part of the close when it should be 
put in book forms the following: 

And if the dire event of a war with Germany 
—ff it is a dire event—should ever occur, there 
shall be seen upon this earth of ours a conflict 
which beyond all others will recall that de- 
ecription of the great Greek wars: 

** Heroes in battle with heroes, 
And above them the wrathful gods.’’ 

‘And one can imagine the ancient, mighty 
deity of all the Teutonic kindred, throned above 
the clouds, looking serenely down upon that 


conflict, upon his favorite children, the English | 
and the Germans, locked in a death struggle, |

Milk Closely Watched. 

“Inspectors from the heaith commis- 
gioner’s office have kept a close watch 
to exclude milk from Chicago's supply 
from territory known to be infected with 
the foot and mouth disease,” said Dr. 
Young. “ We have cut off so far only 
about forty or fifty cans of milk dally 
from the usual milk supply. At present 
Chicago's milk supply is not threatened 
to a serious extent. If the disease should 
spread throughout Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin Chicago’s milk supply, however, might 
be seriously curiailed. 

“There is no danger from milk that 
has been pasteurized. Milk fed to babies 
and sma!l children should be boiled as a 
precautionary measure.”’ 


Issue Warning to Boil Milk. 

“ Boil the milk " was the warning issued 
to all milk users in Chicago and Ilkinois 
in resolutions adopted at a meeting of the 
milk commission of the Chicago Medical 
society at the Chicago Athletic associa- 
tion last night.

The cattle 
were killed and two farms were quar- 
antined. 


Ammons Stops Importations. 

As a result of the spreading of the dis- 
ease west of the Mississippi, Gov. E. M. 
Ammons of Colorado issued a proclama- 
tion forbidding the importation of cat- 
tle, sheep, and hogs into the state. 

The officials of the Union Stock Yards 
eccmpany at Omaha established a quar- 
antine against Iowa cattle and asked that 
the staff of government inspectors at the 
yards be increased. 

The most westerly case of infection was 
found among a carload of cattle from 
Chicago at Glendive, near Butte, Mont. 

A case of a herdsman afflicted with the 
fcot and mouth disease was reported from 
Como, Mass., and three infected cattle 
have been found in that state, according 
to dispatches. 

As far as is known the case at Como 
is the first human case of the disease re- 
ported. No other cases have been dis- 
covered in the south, but the department 
of agriculture of Tennessee ordered all 
cattle detained at the Nashville yards 
until inspected by government officials. 


Unier Control in Two States. 

It was announced that the epidemics in 
Michigan and Indiana were under con- 
trol, although several new cases were 
found in the Hoosier state. 

It was said that the closing of the stock 
yards at Peoria and Past St. Louis at 
midnight last night would throw 10,000 
men out of work temporarily. The work 
of disinfection was begun at both places 
during the day. East St. Louis packers 
say they have enough stock on hand to 
keep the killing floors busy until Monday 
or Tuesday. 

Spencer Otis Sr., Spencer Otis Jf., Hi. 
Stillson Hart, and George Van Hagen, 
four Chicago stock fanciers, established 
rigid quarantines on their properties— 
Hawthorn, Otis, Hartwood, and Wake- 
field stock farms—near Barrington, to 
protect their valuable cattle. 

All their fancy breeds had been shipped 
back from the National Dairy show be- 
fore the Chicago quarantine wasenforced. 
Among the blooded stock on the farms is 
a $20,000 Holstein bull calf owned jointly 
by the four men. 

The farmers of Sugar Frove, near Au- 
rora, have organized a vigilance squad of 
fifty men to kill all stray cats, dogs, 
goats, pigeons, chickens, and other fowls 
considered carriers of the disease which 
hae broken out extensively in Kane 


county.

SON OF YALE PROFESSOR 
GETS $400,000 UNDER WILL. 


Last Testament of Henry Lord 
Wheeler Gives Estate to Relatives 
—Books Go to University. 


The wild of Henry Lord Wheeler, pro- 
fessor at Yale, who died in the east last 
Thursday, was filed in the Probate court 
yesterday. The amount of the estate is 
not specified. 

The will bequeaths $400,000 to the Con- 
tinental and Commercial Trust and Sav- 
ings benk, to be held in trust for the 
decedent's son, Henry Irving Wheeler. 
until he shall become 21 years old. The’ 
residue is bequeathed to Mr. Wheeler's 
sister, Mrs. Mabel Wheeler Young.

The South, North, and West park

Altogether several thousand men who 
work for the public during the open sea- 
son, are thrown out of work each year 
just as winter begins. 


Idle During Winter Months. 
Practically all these men are common 
laborers, who are paid from $2 to $2.354 
day for something like 200 days a year. 
The other 100 working days in the year— 
the winter months, when it is almost im- 
possible to get the out of door labor to 
which they are accustomed—they and 
their families are left to get along as well 
as they can. ‘ 

One result has been that, as County 
Agent Meyer reports, an average of 1,000 
families of city employés are carried 
through the winter as paupers. They 
get food, coal, and clothing from the 
county agent. 

In other words, the public, which em- 
ploys the heads of these families for only 
two-thirds of each working year, sup 
ports them—to a considerable extent— 
during the other third. 

For example, in the street cleaning de- 
partment of the city alone it has been 
the custom to discharge from 800 to 1,000 
men about Nov. 15. They have not been 
given regular employment again, as a 
rule, until the big spring cleaning of 
streets and alleys begins in April. 


Laborers’ Self-Respect Raised. 
‘For 1914 the city appropriation for 
cleaning streets and alleys is about 
$1,000,000. During the year much work 
has been done in the direction of stand- 
ardizing the work and in raising the seif- 
respect of the 1,400 laborers who make 
up the regular force. 

The adoption of the “ white wings” 
uniform, at first opposed by the men, is 
now approved universally. It has helped 
greatly to create esprit de corps among

given a specified district, and is made re- 
sponsible for the condition in which the 
pavement is kept. As the result of tests 
made by the efficiency department of the 
civil service commission it has been de- 
termined that a street cleaner, working 
on asphalt pavement, should clean once 
a day about a mile of street thirty-eight 
feet in width. 
This year the department hopes to be 
able to keep practically all its force of 
street cleaners regularly at work, at 
least until Jan. 1, when the appropria- 
tion to be made in the budget for 1915 will 
become available. 
For the new year Commissioner Mc- 
Gann will recommend an increased ap- 
propriation large enough to keep the 
whole force at work for twelve straight 
months. He will also ask that he he 
given 100 more men, making a street 
cleaning force of 1,500. 

Points Out Work to Be Done. 
It is recognized that during stormy, 
cold, and inclement weather it will be 
quite impossible to clean streets in the 
regular way, but if the season be an open 
one brushes might be used most of the 
time. During heavy snowstorms the ap- 
propriation asked for would permit the

' Cheaper than Charity. 

Even if it proves impossible to get the 
greatest efficiency out of the whole force 
during January, February, and the first 
two weeks of March, it would seem more 
economical for the taxpayer to pay the 
men wages for the work which can be 
done than to support them and their fam- 
ilies in enforced idleness at the publie 
expense—even if the money for the 
county agent’s supplies does come ont of 
another pocket. And in every other re- 
spect the new plan is certainly more de- 
sirable. : 

An idea of how big a job it is to keep the 
streets of Chicago clean may be gathered 
from the statement that there are more 
than 1,800 miles of paved streets inside 
the city limits, while more than 1,000 
tons of dust and other debris are swept 
up and removed from the streets every 
day during the summer cleaning season,

HE old woodsmen used to take with 
them into the forest a cake of 
cooked split pea, often having been 
frozen in a bowl, with a string 
frozen into it, so it could be easily 
lifted. This, heated up in the utensil the 
wood cutters carried at their belt or fas- 
tened to their ax, furnished them with a 
hot and nourishing meal, better than —- 
sandwiches with coffee and better 
any other single thing they couid have 
had, considering everything. 

These little cakes of peas could be used 
today im our philanthropic work, and we 
could do a great deal more in giving poor 
people something nourishing for a small 
amount of money than perhaps by any 
other kind of nourishment we could sup- 
ply.
